Now that His Lordshin i.i going we 
cannot help recalling some of the things 
he has done, and especially what he 
has done for himself. In this import- 
ant department of jiidustry ho has 
shown plenty of 'Mar'and very littlo 
self-denial. As the Queen's principal 
adviser, any honors conferred upon him 
are self-bestowed. The fountain of 
honor gushes as he directs, and if he 
has boon plentifully bedewed with its 
spray it is because his hand has mani- 
jjulated tho jets. For this very reason 
Premiers usualy leave office wearing no 
more fine feathers than they did when 
they went into oflico. Decent self re- 
spect prompts them to abstain from 
aggrandising or decorating themselves. 
Lord Beaconstield has altered tho pru- 
cedents set in. this matter by. such men 
as Pitt, Canning, Sir Robert Peel and 
Sir. Qladstone. His first Premiership 
was of short duration, but ho thought 
it long enough to justify him in bo- 
stowing a peerage upon his wife. Dur- 
ing his second Premiership ho has made 
himself an Earl. There aro two lower 
grades in tho peerage; but Lord Bea- 
constield, taking an imjiartial estimate 
of his deserts, awarded himself au earl- 
dom. With the same self-appreciation 
he constituted himself First Plenipo- 
tentiary to the Berlin Congress, taking 
the Foreign Secretary with him as 
.second in rank. There was not tho 
slightest necessity for his adopting this 
unusual course. Lord Salisbury had a 
right to the appointment, and the post 
of second Plenipotentiary should hare 
been assigned to Lord Ode Russell, our 
Ambassador at Berlin, one of the most 
accomplished diplomatists in the ser- 
vice of the Crown. The proper place 
for the Premier was at homo and in 
the Cabinet, whence he could issue in- 
.structions carrying tiuthority, instead 
of having himself to u.o through the 
faicc of receiving instructions from his 
subcrdinate.s and v.'j'i'ig home reports 
to his masters i^^^i employers, Mr. 
Cross and Mr. W. H. Smith, He suc- 
ceeded in making the Cabinet ridicu- 
lou.s, but bv way of compen.sation he 
held hinislf forth to Europe as Eng- 
land's greatest man. On his return 
there were two vacant Garters. One of 
them His Lordship forthwith appro- 
priated, the other a few days later 
was bestowed upon Lord Salisbury. 
This is whan Lord Beacfonsfield has 
done for himself; what has he done for 
his party 'J He has sacrificed it to his 
own inordinate pretensions. Ho has 
deprived it of the service of the man 
who stood next in succession to the 
leadership, and who was pre-eminently 
qualified by his hereditary connections 
and by the bent of his character for 
tiio task of adajiting the principles of 
Con-servatism to the requirements of 
tho present day. Lord Derby has 
many Liberal alliiiities, and no man 
who aspires to ])lay a leading part in 
politics in connection with either pai ty 
can bo without them; but by habit and 
temperament he is Consei'vative, and 
it would have been well for the inter- 
ests of Conservatism if they could have 
been placed under his discreet and en- 
lightened guidance. There is an end 
of the chance now. Lord Derby has 
thrown in his lot with the Liberal 
party, and under vbo influences which 
surround his now position all that is 
progressive in his convictions may be 
expected to ripen fast. Lord Carnar- 
von is cast ill a different mould. When 
I think of him I think at once of Falk- 
land, the generous, liighminded, pure- 
hearte(fcavalier, tlie lettered English- 
man, the ardent patriot, who, in the 
the mixed issues of tho Civil -War, 
chose the wrong side and nobly died 
for it. Lord Carnarvon . has severed 
hiuisclf from Lord Beaconsfield, but, 
perhaps, he is not lost to his party. I 
almost ho]ie not. So long as there must 
be a Conservative party I should like 
to see it furnished with a leaven of 
sound morality. But with Lord Derby 
hopelessly alienated, with Lord Carnar- 
von a temporary, perhaps permanent, 
.seceder, with Lord Salisbury at Biar- 
ritz, having nothing but a denioralizec 
intellect and a rumpled reputation to 
give us when he returns, what is there 
left to Conservatism 1 Lord Beacons 
field has been kept alive by having 
much to live for. Now that the exer- 
cise of power, the sole charm and zest 
of his existence, is at an end, what 
would be an actuary's estimate of the 
worth of what is left of his public ca- 
reer 1 The Conservative party is broken 
up and will have to be reconstructed. 
The nation disowns it, and sends it to 
an unhonoured grave, with but poor 
hojjQs of a resurrection. This is the 
work of Lord Beaconsfield. I rern<'m- 
ber ono night in 187-t a friend of rare 
sagacity in politics, since gone, saying 
to mo ''Unless the Tories blunder they 
aro in office for thenexc twenty year.s." 
Such n chance \3\!;as iiiQiii h^oxg' them, 
but if they had been led by men like 
Loni! Derby or Lord Carnarvon they 
would have escaped the catastrophe 
which overv'heluis them to-day. They 
are the victims of an un-Engli.sh meth- 
od of politics. They have been in- 
veigled into principles which they ab 
lior. They deserve their fate for they 
raised no protest, but meekly submit- 
ted to the spell of the uocromancer. 
Something like this has always been 
the fate of our poor friends. Welling- 
ton split his party; but it was for the 
sake of doing justice to the Catholics 
and saving the Empire. Peel split his 
party; but it was in" order that tho 
poor man- might no longer-have h^is 
broad leavened with a sense of injustice. 
Beaconsfield' has done greater havoc. 
He lia.s destroyed his party; but it was 
for the sake of his egregious and all- 
glorious self. What has Lord Beacons- 
field done for the" 'Grown"? "~Here I 
touch upon a (question of some delicacy. 



The First Minister of the Crown ouc;ht 
to bo a most careful and most chivalrous 
protector, and he can discharge this 
duty only by entering into the spirit of 
our constitutional traditions by respect- 
ing not only the rights but the senti- 
rhents of Englishmen. How has Lord 
Beaconsfield discharged this sacred 
trust? Ho has flagrantly betrayed it. 
His first and lightest sin was, to change 
the title of the Sovereign ; to attempt 
to barter the proud designation of our 
kings, consecrated by the memories of 
a thousand years, for a base and im- 
moral counterfeit, for a title which 
had been worn by a Napoleon and a 
Soulouque, and which had nothing to 
recommend it but a prestige of absolu- 
tism. For reasons which it is easy > to 
guess when the foreign connections of 
the Court aro considered, tho Queen 
wanted this new title. Almost every 
sovereign of note on the Continent 
svas Imperial, and to be only Royal 
was to belong to an inferior caste. A 
jiatriotio statesman would have pro- 
tected tho Crown against its illicit as- 
pirations, but Lord Beaconsfield en- 
couraged them, became their cham- 
pion, and undertook to jirocure for 
them tho .sanction of Parliament. 
Half muttered words which rose on 
tho lips of Convervntivos in tho House 
of Commons when Lord Beaconstield 
proposed to make the Queen an Em- 
press were not bles.singa. A regai'd 
for the decencies of expression pro 
vents mo from doin,5~ justice to their 
sentiments. Most of the members of 
the Conservative party !iro good men 
in tho Anglican sense of tho word, and 
limit their swearings to the Athana- 
siaii creed ; but on this occasion they 
were seriously provoked to violate the 
orthodox limit. Rut what could they 
do? They were Ijound by the ties of 
party allegiance, and had to cliooso be- 
tween assenting to what they , hated, 
and precipitating a catastrophe which 
they held in mortal dread. But this 
is the lightest sense in which Lord 
Beaconstiold betrayed the Crown. He 
obtrusively lent himself to tho lai-gest 
iiUer])rotation of its ])rerogative, he 
lost no opportunity of huinuilialiiig 
Parliament, and he gave us to under 
stand that foreign nfl'airs were a sacred 
deposit reserved as an exclusive juris 
diction to the Crown and its first Min- 
ister. Writers in abundance were 
ready at his call to prove and demon- 
strate to the people of England that 
tho Crown had tho sole right of initia- 
tion in matters of foreign policy, and 
the House of Commons could only pre- 
tend to a visionary right of control, 
which meant in practice that they were 
to refund the money whicli Jlinisters 
in the name of the Sovereign Lad al- 
ready spent. There was a moment 
when it was clear even to Lord Bea- 
consfield that the nation repudiated his 
policy. What did ho do in those- cir- 
cumstances? He advised tho Quern 
to visit him at Hughenden, thus to 
show that sho took his side when it ap- 
peared certain that more than half the 
nation were against him. A jiatriotic 
minister, a premier who tended tho in- 
terests of his Sovereign more carefully 
than his owi), would on such an occa- 
sion have risen to the imperious height 
of advice and prohibition ])ermitted and 
even enjoined by his constitutional du- 
ties. He would have said at once, 
"Your ^lajesty must spare ine this 
great honour." Lord Beaconsfield said 
nothing of the kind. Out of the par- 
tiality of the Sovereign ho ma"de capi- 
tal for himself. This act wa.s symbolic. 
It Ktand.s for his whole career. Fgo el 
liegina niea. The result is that he has 
done more than any other English 
statesman ever did to identify thr 
Crown with the Ministerial policy, and 
to involve it in the humiliation of his 
fall. There are inferences which can- 
not be put into words. It is enough 
that we feel them to, Ije" true, and there 
are few Englishraen whb^o not bestow 
some measure of heartfelt ,sym))athy 
upon their Sovereign as she hastens bv 
way of i^Ietz and Flushing to receive 
the helpless re8ignation„,of .her Grand 
Vizier, and to learn from' other lips by 
what moans her government is to be 
carried on. I designed at the outset to 
carry this course of inquiry further, 
and to ask what Lord Beaconsfield has 
done for the country and what for the 
world. ]My space is exhausted. It is 
enough that Lord Beaconsfield has 
done more to..aggrandize^ andraglorify 
himself than any" df ^ his -predecessor.s, 
that he has destroyed his party and 
compromised the Crown. In other 
days, for sins not much greater than he 
has committed, we should have had re- 
course to remedies which are happily 
obsolete. Our rough ancestors would 
have proceeded against him by a bill of 
attainder, and there would have been a 
tragedy on Tower Hill. Our manners 
are milder. Wn have substituted the 
l)aIlot box and electoral majorities. We 
only insist upon his going at once, and 
he is already ]:rc[)aring to obey the 
peremptory voice of the nation.

Court opened at 10:25 a. m. 

Mr. Robertson, Q.C., resumed the ar- 
gument on behalf of tho Crown. Ho said 
that at tho close of tho argument yester- 
day he had referred to tho case of Valin 
vs. Langloi 3 SuprenioOgurt. Beports of 
Canada. THai case' showed clearly that 
by section 101 of tho British North 
America Act whenever the Legislature of 
the Dominion h.oa power to legislate with 
rospoct to any subject it has power to givo 
efl'ect to its legislation by establishing 
courts for tho purposes or by utilizing ex- 
isting ProyindaV courts. The same prin- 
ciple had been alHririodby tho judges of 
the Common Pleas in tho Niagara election 
case, 29 Common Ple.as, U. C. 201. Tho 
matter stood thus. Tho Supremo Court 
of British Columbia has by tho Colonial 
Act of 1859 constituting it express power 
to try criminals. Tho court may consist, 
under subsequent acts of one judge only, 
and he may sit at any place within tho 
Province. His power is complete by 
statute and no commission is necessary to 
supplement it. By tho British North 
America Act, section 91, Dominion Logis- 
turo has oxclusivo power to legislate with 
respect to criminal matters and their 
powers, according to tho case of Valin va. 
Langloi, eairicd with it tho power to 
oiiforco its criminal laws either by estab- 
lishing courts for the purpose, or by giv- 
ing jurisdiction for that purpose to exist- 
ing Provincial courts. 

The Chief Justice remarked that that 
i)oint need not be argued. It was well 
Known that tho Dominion Parliament has 
authority to give jurisdiction to Supremo 
Courts. 

Mr. Robertson resumotl. 'i'ho Dominion 
Legislature had adopted tho latter course 
and in introduciiig in this Province thoir 
own criminal laws, expressly declared by 
section 5 of the Act of 187't that the 
Supremo Court of British Columbia sliould 
have power to try criminal ofTonses, X'c. 
Tlie legislature, also, in the Procedure 
Act, section 12, said negatively that a 
Court of Quarter Sessions or a Reco?'ding 
Court should not have power to try cer- 
tain otlbnoes. Tho observations of tho 
judges in Valin's case showed that the 
Provincial courts are tlio Queen's Courts 
and are bound to carry out tho Dominion 
laws as wull as Provincial laws, and they 
also showed that no new commission to 
the judges or fresh oaths of office were 
necessary. It was sufficient that the Act 
pointed them outas existing courts to ex- 
ercise the jurisdiction. The court was 
completo. Its judges were duly ajipoint- 
ed, its "jurisdiction was conferred 
by both Provincial and Dominion 
statutes. Its procedure was defined 
by statute and its jwwer to summon 
grand arid potty juries was not only in- 
herent in the Court (1. Bacon's abridg- 
ment, 565) but was expressly confined by 
statute No. 94 consols tat. of British Col- 
umbia. 

Mr. Justice Gray at some length refer- 
red tu procedure in criiUinal cases and 
wished to call tho learned counsel's at- 
tention to it. 

Mr. Robertson continued — If the pro- 
vincial legislation attempted to establish 
a diffcront court for tho trial of graver of- 
fences then legislation would conllict with 
the Dominion statutes referred to, and 
the former would have to give way. But 
no such attempt had been made. It would 
bo contended on tho other side that the 
trials should take place before a court of 
oi/iT and tcniiiner as is usually tho caso in 
England, but there, was no court suni- 
moned in the Province nor was thoro any 
power in tho Liout. -Governor to issue a 
commission for that purpose. The gov- 
ernor of tho old crown colony, as tho di- 
rect represent' -ve of tho Queen, had 
power for this (.t-pose and had exercised 
it on several occasions. The Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor, however, cannot exorcise this pre- 
rogative of the crown. Tho Govornor- 
General alone could do so— (See remarks 
of Harrison C. J. in Reg. vs. Amor, 42 
N. C, A. B. to this efl'ect). In Ontario 
tho Lieut. -Governor issued commissions, 
but it was by virtue of an Act passed be- 
fore confederation giving the governor of 
upper Canada power to do so and by 
virtue of section 75 of the B. N. A. Act 
vesting the same statutory power in tho 
Liout.-Governor after confederation. A 
court of oyer and tunniner could be estab- 
lished in two ways only. First by statute; 
2nd by cominkision from the Queen or 
her representative. Thore is no statute 
in British Columbia establishing sucli a 
court and the Jiieut. -Governor cannot ex- 
orcise the Queen's privilege by doing so. 
Probably the Governor-General might do 
so but he has not seen fit ul any time. 
On tho contraiy tho Parliament has 
thrown jurisdiction upon the existing Su- 
promeCourtofBritisfaOolunibia. And there 
is no necessity that he should issue a com- 
mission. If he did ho might create a new- 
court with concurrent jurisdiction, but 
ho could not derogate from the powers 
conferred by Parliament on tho present 
Supreme Court. The conclusion contend- 
ed for, therefore, is that tho Supreme Court 
presided over by one judge. had ample 
power to try the case. 

The learned counsel stated that ho liad 
confined himself to tho constitutional as- 
pect of tho caso and that his argument was 
now concluded. 

Mr. Bole, in commencing his argument, 
stated that tho principal point for argu- 
ment is, had tho judge recently sitting at 
New Westminster power to try tho pri- 
soners, said judge having received no coni- 
raission to hold said as.iizes ) Tlio matter 
might be looked at from two standpoints. 
Ist^ assuming thaj^^ the.S^promo Court of 
British Oolumbia' is ahala^oiis £q and in 
itself possesses all the powers and author- 
ities of tho Court of Queen's Bench, had 
a judge of that Court sitting at New 
Westminster, no inherent power by vir- 
tue of his position as . a judge of tho 
Queen's Bench, to try cases before him 
there. Judiciary Acts giving Canadian 
Superior Coiirts of Queen's Bench powers 
according to Archbold's Practice are coii'- 
fined to tho county in which tho court sits 
at the time, but in practice the cases for 
felony aro laid before the|;Oentral Crimi- 
nal Court. Tho Court yif 'Queen's Bench 
sits at Victoria. 

Mr. Justice Gray remarked that the 
arguments with regard to the Queen's 
Bench were pretty well conceded and that 
tho learned counsel need not pursue them 
any further.:; ciw jj-^,-. ^' 

Mr. Bole con4i^d^gdi|'n|iBeB|a^jto con- 
aider those matters in![,cpnQ(»tion with 
section 5 of the- Judicft^'l'Aot, but lie 
would pass on to the ^igneBtibn as to the 
necessity of commissions'herb. The moat 
important. point was as to' the necessity of 
tho judge having a commission. If a com- 
mission was necessary then , tho .trials were 
invalid. 

Mr. Justice Gray stated Ihat'tho whole 
argument on the other side was that thoro 
was no power hero to grant oommiaaiona. 

Mr. l3ole continued that it was laid 
down in Hawkins' Pleas for tho better 
understanding tho nature of the courts of 
oyer. Mid krmi?wr on^ gaol^deliyery that. 



in thb'first placo the prerogative authoriz- 
ing those is inseparably' vested in the 
crown not only by commiiri law but alao 
by statute. A further quotation was made 
from 27 Honry ^^II. in support of the 
aboveargument. Hostatcdfurthcrthat the 
Liout.-Governor has tho right to i.ssuo 
commisaions. It was contended, more- 
over, as laid down in Hawkins that the 
bost'riiltf.of judging o£.the;yalidity of any 
a ucK' commission! is tKeirlfijipnfonnity to 
ancient precedents, arid this' sooms to bo 
the beat reason of the resolution in An- 
derson whorcin it is adjudged that a com- 
mission to a corporation appointing some 
of its principal members to be justices of 
goal delivery togothor with thoao the King 
should appoint from time to time is void 
for such an authority depending on tho 
precarious apiiointmoiit of other justices 
is not agreeable to the known power of 
such commission. It is also laid down in 
Hawkins that no oQenco can bo enquired 
of out of tho county wherein it was com- 
niitted. Ho further contended that all 
judicial commissions must bo agreeable to 
ancient procodents. 

Jfr. .lustico Gray lioro explained M\: 
llobert.son's argument at sonio length and 
suggested that the learned counsel .should 
take into consideration tho points raised. 

INIr. Bolo considored that one of Mr. 
Robertson's cases was -perfectly parallel 
with tho one in question and acknow- 
ledged tho forco of tho arguments made 
use of. Still a great deal might bo said 
against the position assumed; in many 
material particulars the argument would 
not hold. 

Mi: Justice Gray referred to tho aflida- 
vit of Uio'Provincial Secretary that assizes 
were often h'eld without a commission. 

Mr. Bole statod that commissions of 
gaol delivery wore ])atents in the nature 
of letters from the King to certain per- 
sons appointing them his justices to do- 
liver liis gaol at .such a place. As justices 
of a.ssizo they oan claim no authority un- 
der 27 Edward III over any ofiencos 
therein mentioned without a special coni- 
iniaaion for such purpose. Capital ofTonces 
should be tried before justices of assize 
l)y v.rit of nini /;»nis. From l.S Edward 
III it appear:! that justices of tho peace 
have no power to. liear and determine 
felonies unless they he authorized to do 
so by tho express words of thoir commis- 
sion, and this opinion i.s further verified 
by the authority of yoar books and other 
statutes wherein it i'i adjudged that a writ 
of cfiiioian. to reuiovi' certain indictments 
taken before justices of the. peace was not 
good becausp it named them tjbnly^as jus- 
tices of the" iieacc wthout' adding 'that 
they were assigned *o hoar and determine 
felonies, etc. By :i7 Victoria, chap. 42 
sec. o, the judiciary Court of British Col- 
umbia shall have power to hoar, try and 
deteniiine in due coui'so of law all trea- 
sons and felonies whatsoever mentioned 
in any of said acts which majr bo. committ- 
ed in any part of said Proviiice. Also, 
tho W(jrds district, comity or placo shall 
include any division of any province of 
Canada for purpose.! relative to the ad- 
ministration of justice. The learned 
counsel again ipioted largely from Halo 
and others on the procedure of the Court 
of Quecn's'Uen'ch with reference to tho 
removal of indictuicnta, etc. , and stated 
that if an indictment bo found before 
commissioners of oyer and tfymiiier in tho 
vacation time in the county where tho 
King's Bench sits or in any other county 
in term time or vacation they may issue a 
sjH'cml commission to determine that in- 
tlictment with a writ. The justices of 
oi/c;'and terininer in criminal eases cannot 
bo by writ, but must be by commission 
under tho great seal; otherwise thoir pro- 
ceedings are void. Justices of nisi jn-uis 
have not any original po^-er of hearing 
and determining indictments of felony 
without a a|)ecial conunisaion for that 
purpoac. The learned counsel hero de- 
scribed tho origin and progress of liisi 
/>W«s judges and proceeded to thoso of- 
oyer and tenninci . Their authority ia by 
commission. Ho ipioted from varioua 
authorities to ahow that no court of oyer 
and terminer or goncral gaol delivery could 
bo held without a commission by lettera 
patent under the great seal of the prov- 
ince, the law in this respect being the 
same here as in England. .\s to the 
ofTcct of the statute 37 Vic, chap. 4, sec- 
tion 5, in order rightly to understand tho 
legal otrcct of the section it is neccaaary 
to look at what was the fitato of the hiw 
both connnon and statute at tho time of 
the enactment. At that time and indeed 
since the colony came into existence com- 
missions -of: oi/er and /erminer weroinocea- 
sa'rj' in order to give the court juriadic- 
tion except they acted niluti officio aa 
justicoa of the Queen's Bench. Tho act 
in noway intei'forea with the procedure or 
pi-actico there existing, but on tho con^ 
trary, by its silence on the point must bo 
taken to approve of and confirm it as in 
the IS Vic, chap. 92, where dealing with 
the jurisdiction of ^cortain judges in. 
criminal matters in Ontario it was con- 
sidered necessary to enact or express words 
tliat tho said judge should have all tho 
powers and authorities without commis- 
sions that they wore accuatoined to have 
or liad by eommiaaiona; clearly showing 
that in order to render commissions hero 
necessary express words of enactment were 
imperatively demanded. The procedure 
and otberacts referred to in tho schedule of 
37 Vic, chap. 42, in no wise deal with the 
subject of commissions but leave tho matter, 
precisely as it waa before in each of tho 
dillerent provinces. Moreover it is a well- 
recognized principle tliat the Queen is not 
bound by a statute unless mentioned in 
it. As for iiHtaiico the statute 2 West- 
minster. More especially as in this case 
tho prerogative o^ the sovereign would be 
virtually iritef fored. with by' jioing away 
with the issue of' climmissiohs 'which ef- 
fect can only bo produced by express 
words of cnactniont. Tlio lo;irned coun- 
sel proceeded to quote authorities in sup- 
port of his contention \rhich ho argued at 
considerable length, and having recapitu- 
ated his views asked tho court to come to 
the conclusion that both from tho law and 
practice cited by him it v/as absolutely 
necessary for the judge who sat at Now 
Westminster to bo armed with a commis- 
sion and that the absence of such com- 
mission rendered the entire proceeding 
i uVfilid nnd^^of "rip; fdrSe'Qr'effect.

Arrival of a Japanese Var Vossol. 

The Tsu-ku-ba, 10, a Japanese naval 
training ahiji, Captain N. H. Aiura, 45 
days fnnn Y'^okohaina, arrived yesterday 
morning in Es(|uiinalt harbor. Shortly 
after casting anchor tho vessel fired a 
royal saluto of 21 guns which was replied 
to by H.- M. S; Triumph. She then Ktlut- 
od Admiral Stirling's flag with a saluto of 
13 guns, which was also acknowledged. 
Captain Aiura, who is quite a young man, 
and staff wore afterwards received on 
board the flagship where thoy remained 
interested but passive spectators of the 
party in progress thoro. The uniforms of 
oflicers of tho visitor are aimilar to those 
worn in tho British^navy, while tho sailors 
aro dressed very much like our tars. Tho 
Tsu-ku-ba carries ri38 men and boys and 
haa two or three English instructora on 
board. Her tonnage is 1030, and she was 
formerly H. i\I. corvette Malacca which 
was on this station about 14 years ago un- 
der the command of 'Captain- Oldfield, 
After a stay of throo weeks hero the Tsu- 
ku-ba will proceed to San Francisco. 

A D.vxdERous BuiDfiE. — Tho neglect of 
the Chief Commiaaionor of Lands and 
Works would seem to bo unlimited. Tho 
latest complaint is that tho bridge across 
tho Colquitz river, 'CnieaV'Rowlaud's farm 
on tho Burnside road, ia in a very danger- 
ous condition. On Saturday last a settler 
was driving across the structure whon his 
horse caught sight of a largo hole in the 
tlooring, took fright, and in spite of the 
exertions of tho driver got hia fore-foot 
over the aide of tho bridge, which haa not 
even tho ordinary protection of a hand- 
rail. The settler by good management 
at laat aucceeded in getting his horao to 
crosa tho bridge and thua avoided what 
ra gilt have , t' i;od a serious accident. 
Bubacquently several visitors from Port- 
land had occasion to drive over tho 
bridge, but thoir horse also evinced a de- 
cided objection to the ugly aperture and 
could not be pursuadcd to pass it until it 
had been covered with planks. Tho bridge 
has been allowed to fall into such a state 
of disrepair that nothing short of a now 
structure will answer the requirements of 
tho public Surely, with a member of the 
cabinet and a thick and thin supporter of 
tho Government as representatives for the 
district it ought to bo properly attended 
to by the Chief Commissioner.

And whereas tho anrount of the whole 
niteable propurty.df.the'said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to the
